The Province of Alberta exported 
goods to the total value of $9,120,305 
to the United States. during the year 
1927, according to the annual report 
af S.C. Reat, American Consul in Cal 
gary. The total exports for the year 
show, an increase of $764,660 or 17 per 
cent over the figures for the year 1926 

Exports from the consular districts 
of Calgary reached a total value of $3,- 
331,1776 an increase of more than $500 
000 over 1926 and the Edmonton con- 
sular district exported products to 
the value of $3,841,729, an increase 
over 1926 of $117,768 Exports from the 
Lethbridge consular district amount- 
ed to $1,946,800, representing an 
crease of $128,004 over the previous 
Year. -os- : 

The total number of cattle shipped 
to the United States from Alberta in 
1927 amounted to 31,235. head with a 
declared export value of $1,215,686 Dur 
ing 1926 export cattle numbered 21.- 
53, with a total export value of $630- 
130. In hog exports the 1927 value was 
almost four times that of 1926 A total 
of 47,338 hogs was shipped in 1927, 
with an export value of $982,045, while 
in 1926 the number of hogs exported 
reached only 13671 and were valued at 
$288,284. An increase is also shown in 
the value of wool exported -from the 
Lethbridge district while a decrease
